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5 who died in New Mexico hot air balloon crash 
identified 


(AP) — Authorities on Sun- 
day released the names of the 
pilot and two couples who 
died after a hot air balloon 
they were riding in struck a 
power line and crashed onto 
a busy street in Albuquerque. 


New Mexico State Police on 
Sunday identified the pilot as 
62-year-old Nicholas Meleski 
and the four passengers as Susan 
Montoya, 65; John Montoya, 
61; Mary Martinez, 59; and 
Martin Martinez, 62. The ages 
of the Martinez couple were re- 
versed when authorities released 
their identities Saturday. 








All were Albuquerque residents. 
State Police said John Montoya 
died at a hospital from his inju- 
ries while the other victims were 
declared dead at the crash scene 
Saturday. 

Witnesses told authorities that 
the balloon descended toward 
the ground around 7:30 a.m. 
Saturday and struck an overhead 
power line. 


The gondola detached from the 
envelope and fell about 100 feet 
(30 meters) and crashed in the 
median of a busy city street be- 
fore catching on fire, authorities 
said. 

The envelope of the balloon 
floated away, eventually landing 
on a residential rooftop. 

The National Transportation 
Safety Board and Federal Avia- 
tion Administration will be 
investigating the cause of the 
crash. 


The NTSB sent two investiga- 
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tors to the scene and will look 
into the pilot, the balloon itself 
and the operating environment, 
according to agency spokesman 
Peter Knudson. 

“This is a tragedy that is unique- 
ly felt and hits uniquely hard at 
home here in Albuquerque and 
in the ballooning community,” 
Albuquerque Mayor Tim Keller 
said. 

According to an NTSB data- 
base, there have been 12 fatal 
hot air ballooning accidents in 
the United States since 2008 
with two of those occurring in 
Rio Rancho just outside Albu- 
querque, which is mecca for hot 
air ballooning. 


The city hosts a nine-day Bal- 
loon Festival in October that 
draws hundreds of thousands 
of spectators and pilots from 
around the world. It is one of 
the most photographed events 
globally. 


Meleski was known for flying 
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a multi-colored balloon with a 
Zia symbol which appears on 
the New Mexico state flag. 


The retired UPS driver had 
been a licensed balloon pilot 
since 1994 and was a regular at 
the Balloon Fiesta. 


Paul Fields, an Albuquerque 
resident who was friends with 
Meleski, said he was an amazing 
pilot who made every passenger 
smile. 

“The skies will be a little less 
bright without him,” Fields said. 


Martin “Marty” Martinez re- 
tired from the Albuquerque Po- 
lice Department as a patrol of- 
ficer and had been a police field 
sergeant for Albuquerque Pub- 
lic Schools the past 16 years. 
Some Albuquerque officers 
who responded to the crash had 
worked with Martinez and were 
sent home because it took a toll 
on them, police Chief Harold 
Medina said. 





Man jumps from moving plane 


(AP) — A passenger was 
taken to the hospital Friday 
night after jumping out of a 
moving plane at Los Angeles 
International Airport, au- 
thorities said. 


United Express flight 5365, op- 
erated by SkyWest, was pulling 
away from a gate shortly after 7 
p.m. when the man unsuccess- 
fully tried to breach the cock- 
pit by pounding on the door, 
then managed to open the ser- 
vice door and jumped down the 
emergency slide onto the tar- 
mac, according to the airport, 
the FBI and SkyWest. 


The man was taken into custody 
on the taxiway, treated for in- 
juries that were not life-threat-

The main New York City 
Pride parade, which usually 
draws throngs of participants 
and spectators, was presented 
as a television broadcast spe- 
cial, since now-lifted pan- 
demic restrictions were still 
in effect at the time it was be-

ing planned. 


That didn’t deter throngs 
from gathering in person 
on Sunday afternoon for 
PrideFest, a street fair with 
vendors, food and entertain- 
ment in Manhattan. A dance 
party was planned for Herald 
Square and fireworks, mu- 
sic and food were prepared 
for Pier 45 in Hudson River 
Park. 


Sean Gannon from Maple- 
wood, New Jersey, attended 
with his husband and two 
3-year-old sons. 


“It’s such an important thing 
for them to see that they have 
two dads and that there are 
other people that have two 
moms, two dads, single dads, 
single moms,” Gannon told 
WCBS Radio. “There are all 
different ways that families 
are made up, so it’s really 
awesome to be able to share 
this experience with them to- 
day.” 


For people looking to march 
for LGBTQ rights, the Re- 
claim Pride Coalition held 
its third Queer Liberation 
March from Bryant Park 
to the Stonewall National 
Monument and into Wash- 
ington Square Park. The lib- 
eration march event does not 
allow police or corporate par- 
ticipation. 


New York City’s gay pride 
parades began in 1970 to 
commemorate the 1969 
Stonewall uprising, which 
started after a police raid on a 
Manhattan gay bar. 


The Stonewall Inn is still 
there, now under different 
owners. 





US airstrikes target Iran-backed militias in 





(AP) — The U.S. military, under the 
direction of President Joe Biden, con- 
ducted airstrikes Sunday against what it 
said were “facilities used by Iran-backed 
militia groups” near the border between 
Iraq and Syria. 


Pentagon Press Secretary John Kirby said the 
militias were using the facilities to launch 
unmanned aerial vehicle attacks against U.S. 


troops in Iraq. 


Kirby said the U.S. military targeted three

operational and weapons storage facilities — 
two in Syria and one in Iraq. 


He described the airstrikes as “defensive,” 
saying they were launched in response to 


an “ongoing series of attacks by Iran-backed 
groups targeting U.S. interests in Iraq.” 


“The United States took necessary, appropri- 
ate, and deliberate action designed to limit the 
risk of escalation — but also to send a clear 


and unambiguous deterrent message,” Kirby 


said. 


Unprecedented: 
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Northwest heat wave 
builds, records fall 





(AP) — Intense. Pro- 
longed. Record-break- 
ing. Unprecedented. 
Abnormal. Dangerous. 


That’s how the National 
Weather Service described 
the historic heat wave 
that is hitting the Pacific 
Northwest, pushing day- 
time temperatures into the 
triple digits and breaking 
all-time high temperature 
records in places unac- 
customed to such extreme 
heat. 


Portland, Oregon, reached 
110 degrees Fahrenheit 
(43.3 Celsius) Sunday, 
breaking the all-time tem- 
perature record of 108 F 
(42.2C), which was set 
just a day earlier. Oregon’s 
Capital city, Salem, also 
recorded the highest tem- 
perature in its history on 
Sunday: 112 F (44.4 C), 
breaking the old mark by 4 
degrees. 


Records were being bro- 
ken across the region, and 
the sizzling temperatures 
were expected to get even 
hotter Monday. 


The temperature hit 101 
F (38.3 C) at Seattle-Taco- 
ma International Airport 
on Sunday. The National 
Weather Service said that 
is the first time the area re- 
corded two triple digit days 
since records began being 


kept in 1894. 


It got so hot in Seattle that 
the city parks department 
closed a community pool 
in the southern portion of 
the city because of “unsafe, 
dangerous pool deck tem- 
peratures.” 

King County closed sever- 
al COVID-19 testing sites 
because of the heat. Seattle 
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opened additional public 
library branches Sunday, 
and will again Monday, to 
provide additional cooling 
centers, The Seattle Times 
reported. 


Seattle’s light rail trains 
may have to operate at 
reduced speeds because 
of excessive heat on the 
tracks, causing delays that 
could continue into the 
work week, Sound Transit 
said Sunday. 

The heat wave also moved 
into Idaho, where tem- 
peratures above 100 F (38 
C) are forecast in Boise for 
at least seven days starting 
Monday. Ontario, Oregon 
— a city near the Idaho 
border — could see at least 
a week of triple-digit tem- 
peratures, including a high 
of 109 F (42.8 C) Wednes- 


day, forecasters said. 


Cities were reminding res- 
idents where pools, splash 
pads and cooling centers 
were available and urging 
people to stay hydrated, 
check on their neighbors 
and avoid strenuous activi- 
ties. 


Still, about 3,000 athletes 
participated in an Iron- 
man ‘Triathlon in Coeur 
d’Alene, Idaho, on Sunday. 
The race start was moved 
up to 5 a.m. The event in- 
cludes a 2.4-mile swim, a 
112-mile bike ride and a 
26.2-mile marathon run 
(a 3.9-kilometer swim, a 
180-kilometer bike ride 
and a 42-kilometer run). 


Race organizers said they 
had 62,000 pounds (28,000 
kilograms) of ice at hydra- 
tion stations, misting sta- 
tions and chilled towels 
to hand out to athletes, 
KHQ-TV reported. 
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Chauvin gets 22 1/2 years in prison for George Floyd's death 


(AP) — Former Minneap- 
olis police Officer Derek 
Chauvin was sentenced 
Friday to 22 1/2 years in 
prison for the murder of 
George Floyd, whose dy- 
ing gasps under Chauvin’s 
knee led to the biggest 
outcry against racial in- 
justice in the U.S. in gen- 
erations. 


The punishment — which 
came after Chauvin broke 
his yearlong silence to of- 
fer condolences to the Floyd 
family and express hope that 
they eventually have “some 
peace of mind” — is one of 
the longest prison terms ever 
imposed on a U.S. police of- 
ficer in the killing of a Black 
person. 


Still, Floyd family members 
and others were disappoint- 
ed. The sentence fell short of 
the 30 years prosecutors had 
requested. And with good 
behavior, Chauvin, 45, could 
get out on parole after serving 
two-thirds of his sentence, or 
about 15 years. 


“Just because it’s the most 
time doesn’t mean it’s 
enough time,” said Nekima 
Levy Armstrong, a Minne- 
apolis protest leader. 


Judge Peter Cahill went be- 
yond the 12 1/2-year sen- 
tence prescribed under state 
guidelines, citing Chauvin's 
“abuse of a position of trust 
and authority and also the 
particular cruelty” shown to 
Floyd. 


Floyd family attorney Ben 
Crump said the family had 
gotten “some measure of ac- 
countability” but is hoping 
Chauvin gets the maximum 
at his upcoming federal civil 
rights trial. Crump said this 
was the longest sentence a 
police officer has ever re- 
ceived in Minnesota. 


But he added: “Real justice 
in America will be Black men 
and Black women and people 
of color who will not have to 
fear being killed by the police 
just because the color of their 
skin. That would be real jus- 
tice.” 


Outside the courthouse, a 
crowd of about 50 people 
clasped hands or placed them 
on each other’s shoulders. 
The reaction was subdued as 
people debated whether the 
sentence was long enough. 
Some cursed in disgust. 


At George Floyd Square, as 


the intersection where Floyd 
was pinned to the pavement 
is now known, members 
of the crowd broke into ap- 


plause, and several said, 
“We'll take it.” 
Chauvin was immediate- 


ly led back to prison. He 
showed little emotion when 
the judge pronounced the 
sentence. His eyes moved 
rapidly around the court- 
room, his COVID-19 mask 
obscuring much of his face. 


The fired white officer was 
convicted in April of second- 
degree unintentional mur- 
der, third-degree murder and 
second-degree manslaughter 
for pressing his knee against 
Floyd’s neck for up to 9 1/2 
minutes as the 46-year-old 
man gasped that he couldn’t 
breathe and went limp on 
May 25, 2020. 


Bystander video of Floyd’s 
arrest on suspicion of passing 
a counterfeit $20 bill at a cor- 
ner store prompted protests 
around the world and led to 
scattered violence in Minne- 
apolis and beyond, as well as 
demands for overhauling po- 
lice departments. 


On Friday, Chauvin, who 
did not testify at his trial, re- 
moved his mask and turned 
toward the Floyd family, 
speaking only briefly because 
of what he called “some addi- 
tional legal matters at hand” 
— an apparent reference to 
the federal civil rights trial, 
where his words could be 
used against him. 


“I do want to give my con- 
dolences to the Floyd fam- 
ily. There’s going to be some 
other information in the fu- 
ture that would be of interest. 
And I hope things will give 
you some peace of mind,” he 
said without further explana- 
tion. 


Defense attorney Eric Nel- 
son had asked that Chauvin 
be let off on probation, saying 
the former officer’s “brain is 
littered with what-ifs” from 
that day: “What if I just did 
not agree to go in that day? 
What if things had gone dif- 
ferently? What if I never re- 
sponded to that call? What if? 
What if? What if?” 


Chauvin’s mother, Carolyn 
Pawlenty, pleaded for mercy 
for her son, saying his repu- 
tation has been unfairly re- 
duced to that of “an aggres- 
sive, heartless and uncaring 
person” and a racist. 





“I want this court to know 
that none of these things are 
true and that my son is a good 
man,” she told the judge, 
adding: “Derek, I want you to 
know I have always believed 
in your innocence, and I will 
never waver from that.” 


“I will be here for you when 
you come home,” she said. 


Prosecutor Matthew Frank, 
in asking the judge to exceed 
the sentencing guidelines, 
said “tortured is the right 
word” for what the officer 
did to Floyd. 


“This is not a momentary 
gunshot, punch to the face. 
This is 9% minutes of cruelty 
to a man who was helpless 
and just begging for his life,” 
Frank said. 


Floyd family members had 
tearfully asked the judge to 
impose the maximum, which 
was 40 years. Several spoke 
before the sentence, and his 
7-year-old daughter, Gianna, 
was seen in a recorded video. 


“I miss you and I love you,” 
Gianna Floyd said in the 
video when asked what she 
would say to her daddy. She 
had a list of things she would 
have liked to do with him: “I 
want to play with him, have 
fun, go on a plane ride.” 


Afterward, Floyd’s nephew 
Brandon Williams said the 
sentence was insufficient, 
“when you think about 
George being murdered, in 
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cold blood with a knee on 
his neck for 9 minutes and 
29 seconds execution-style 
in broad daylight.” LaTonya 
Floyd, George Floyd’s sis- 
ter, said of the punishment: 
“That’s nothing. That’s noth- 
ing. He should have got the 
max, period.” 


The concrete barricades, ra- 
zor wire and National Guard 
patrols at the courthouse 
during Chauvin’s three-week 
trial in the spring were gone 
Friday, reflecting an easing of 
tensions since the verdict. 


Before the sentencing, the 
judge denied Chauvin’s re- 
quest for a new trial. The 
defense had argued that the 
intense publicity tainted the 
jury pool and that the trial 
should have been moved out 
of Minneapolis. 


The judge also rejected a de- 
fense request for a hearing 
into possible juror miscon- 
duct. Nelson had accused 
a juror of not being candid 
during jury selection because 
he didn’t mention his partici- 
pation in a march last sum- 
mer to honor the Rev. Martin 
Luther King Jr. Prosecutors 
countered the juror had been 
open about his views. 


Philip Stinson, a criminal 
justice professor at Bowling 
Green State University, said 
11 non-federal law officers, 
including Chauvin, have 
been convicted of murder for 
on-duty deaths since 2005. 
The penalties for the nine 
who were sentenced before 





Chauvin ranged from from 
six years, nine months, to life 
behind bars, with the median 
being 15 years. 


With Chauvin’s sentencing, 
the Floyd family and Black 
America witnessed some- 
thing of a rarity: In the small 
number of instances in which 
officers accused of brutality 
or other misconduct against 
Black people have gone to 
trial, the list of acquittals and 
mistrials is longer than the 
list of sentencings after con- 
viction. 


In recent years, the acquittals 
have included officers tried 
in the deaths of Philando 
Castile in suburban Minne- 
apolis and Terence Crutcher 
in Tulsa, Oklahoma. 


“That’s why the world has 
watched this trial, because 
it is a rare occurrence,” said 
Arizona-based civil rights at- 
torney Benjamin Taylor. 


Chauvin has been held since 
his conviction at the state’s 
maximum-security prison 
in Oak Park Heights, where 
he has been kept in a cell by 
himself for his own protec- 
tion, his meals brought to 
him. 


The three other officers in- 
volved in Floyd’s arrest are 
scheduled for trial in March 
on state charges of aiding and 
abetting both murder and 
manslaughter. They will also 
stand trial with Chauvin on 
the federal charges. No date 
has been set for that trial. 
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AAN frustrated at slow pace of condo rescue 





(AP) — estres esas | 
through the rubble of a 
Florida beachfront condo 
sought to reassure fami- 
lies that they were doing 
as much as possible to find 
missing loved ones, but 
the crews said they needed 
to work carefully for the 
best chance of uncovering 
survivors. 


As the death toll rose Sunday 
to nine, relatives were grow- 
ing increasingly desperate 
for news and worried about 
the slow progress and dwin- 
dling hopes. No one has been 
pulled alive from the pile 
since hours after the collapse 
on Thursday morning. Some 
family members were taken 
by bus Sunday to a location 
near the site after relatives 
frustrated with the pace of 
rescue efforts demanded to 
visit the scene. 


“My daughter is 26 years old, 
in perfect health. She could 
make it out of there,” one 
mother told rescuers during a 
weekend meeting with fam- 
ily members. A video of the 
meeting was posted by Insta- 
eram user Abigail Pereira. 


“It’s not enough,” continued 
the mother, who was among 
relatives who pushed au- 
thorities to bring in experts 
from other countries to help. 
“Imagine if your children 


were in there.” 

More than 150 people re- 
main unaccounted for in 
Surfside, and authorities and 
loved ones fear the toll will 
go much higher. 


Scores of rescue workers re- 
mained on the massive pile 
of rubble, searching for sur- 
vivors but so far only finding 
bodies and human remains. 


In a meeting with families 
on Saturday evening, people 
moaned and wept as Miami 
Dade Assistant Fire Chief 
Raide Jadallah explained why 
he could not answer their re- 
peated questions about how 
many victims they had found. 


“It’s not necessarily that we’re 
finding victims, OK? We’re 
finding human remains,” 
Jadallah said, according to the 
video posted on Instagram. 


Every time crews find re- 
mains, they clean the area and 
remove the remains. They 
work with a rabbi to ensure 
any religious rituals are done 
properly, Jadallah said. 

“So the question is, is why 
is things taking so long?” he 
said, “What we’re doing is 
making sure that everything 
is followed to a “T?” 


Authorities said their efforts 
are still a search-and-rescue 
operation. Alan Cominsky, 


chief of the Miami-Dade Fire 
Rescue Department, said 
they are holding out hope of 
finding someone alive, but 
they must be slow and me- 


thodical. 


“The debris field is scattered 
throughout, and it’s compact, 
extremely compact,” he said. 
Debris must be stabilized and 
shored up as they go. 


“If there is a void space, we 
want to make sure we're giv- 
en every possibility of a survi- 
vor. That’s why we can’t just 
go in and move things errati- 
cally, because that’s going to 
have the worst outcome pos- 


sible,” he said. 


So far, he said, they have not 
come across any voids. 


In meetings with authori- 
ties, family members repeat- 
edly pushed rescuers to do 
more. One asked why they 
could not surgically remove 
the largest pieces of cement 
with cranes, to try to uncover 
bigger voids where survivors 
might be found. 


“There’s not giant pieces that 
we can easily surgically re- 
move,” replied Maggie Cas- 
tro, of the fire rescue agency, 
who described herself as “one 
of the people out there at- 
tempting to find your family 
members.” 


“They’re not big pieces. Piec- 
es are crumbled, and they’re 
being held together by the 
rebar that’s part of the con- 
struction. So if we try to lift 
that piece, even as carefully, 
those pieces that are crum- 
bling can fall off the sides and 
disturb the pile,” Castro said. 


She said they try to cut re- 
bar in strategic places and 
remove large pieces, but that 


they have to remove them in 
a way that nothing will fall 
onto the pile. 


“We are doing layer by layer,” 
Castro said. “It doesn’t stop. 
It’s all day. All night.” 

A fire in the rubble pile 
slowed efforts earlier in the 
weekend, but Miami-Dade 
Mayor Daniella Levine Cava 
said it was suppressed Satur- 
day. 


She said six to eight teams 
are actively searching the pile 
at any given time, with hun- 
dreds of team members on 
standby ready to rotate in. 
She said teams have worked 
around the clock since 
Thursday, and there was no 
lack of personnel. 


Teams are also working with 
engineers and sonar to make 
sure the rescuers are safe. 
“We need to be sure that the 
pile does not fall on them. It 
does not fall on any possible 
survivors and we are diligent- 
ly pursuing that as we do our 
work,” she said. 


Crews spent the night dig- 
ging a trench that stretches 
125 feet, 20 feet across and 
40 feet deep, which, she said, 
allowed them to find more 
bodies and human remains. 


Earl Tilton, who runs a 
search-and-rescue consult- 
ing firm in North Carolina, 
said the rescuers in Miami- 
Dade County were doing an 
“outstanding job.” Rushing 
into the rubble without care- 
ful planning and execution 
would injure or kill rescuers 
and the people they are try- 
ing to save, said Tilton, who 
runs Lodestar Professional 
Services in Hendersonville, 
North Carolina. 


“I understand the families’ 
concerns on this. If it was 


my family member, I would 
want everyone in there pull- 
ing rubble away as fast as hu- 
manly possible,” Tilton said. 
“But moving the wrong piece 
of debris at the wrong time 
could cause it to fall on them 
and crush them.” 

During past urban rescues, 
rescuers have found survi- 
vors as long as a week past 
the initial catastrophe, Tilton 
said. 


Florida Gov. Ron DeSantis 
praised the search teams as 
being “some of the best in the 
business.” 

“Pd hope that none of these 
things would ever happen 
anywhere, but 1f something 
like this happens, the people 
you would want are Miami- 
Dade search and rescue,” 
DeSantis said during a Sun- 
day news conference. “These 
teams have gone all over the 
world. These are the people 
that you want. And they’ve 
been there within minutes, 
and it’s been nonstop.” 





Authorities also sought to as- 
sure family members directly 
that the rescuers were well 
qualified, telling them dur- 
ing a Saturday meeting that 
some rescuers had worked 
on search-and-rescue op- 
erations after the Oklahoma 
City bombing, at the World 
Trade Center after the 9/11 
attacks and following the 
Haiti earthquake. 


After remains are found, they 
are sent to the medical exam- 
iner. Authorities are gather- 
ing DNA samples from fam- 
ily members to aid in identi- 
fication. Late Saturday, four 
of the victims were identi- 
fied as Stacie Dawn Fang, 54; 
Antonio Lozano, 83; Gladys 
Lozano, 79; and Manuel La- 
Font, 54. 





Minnesota lawmakers reach deal on policing measures 


(AP) — Minnesota’s top Demo- 
cratic and Republican lawmak- 
ers reached agreement on the 
highlights of a public safety bill 
that includes police accountabil- 
ity measures, a day after former 
Minneapolis police officer Derek 
Chauvin was sentenced to 22 1/2 
years in prison for the death of 
George Floyd. 


While some details had yet to be fi- 
nalized, leaders from both parties 
said the compromise reached late 
Saturday settles the major issues after 
months of negotiations. It has been 


the most contentious piece of budget 
negotiations among a divided Legis- 
lature that’s up against a Wednesday 
deadline to avoid a government shut- 
down. 


The Democratic-controlled state 
House included several policing 
provisions in its overall public safety 
budget bill this session in the hopes of 
building on a package the Legislature 
approved last summer in the after- 
math Floyd’s death under Chauvin’s 
knee. 


The 223-page bill draft includes 


provisions regulating the use of no- 
knock warrants, a police misconduct 
database to create an early warning 
system to keep bad officers off the 
streets, and the creation of an office 
of missing and murdered indigenous 
relatives as well as a task force for 
missing and murdered Black women. 


Democrats had advocated for limits 
on pretextual traffic stops, where po- 
lice pull over a driver for a minor vio- 
lation, such as expired tabs or some- 
thing hanging from the rearview mir- 
ror. That push intensified after police 
in suburban Brooklyn Center shot 


and killed Daunte Wright for driving 
with expired tabs. That proposal is 
not part of the agreement. 


Republicans who control the Sen- 
ate resisted many of the Democrats’ 
proposals, calling some “anti-police.” 
The GOP negotiations at times fo- 
cused those pushing to abolish the 
police, as well as violent protests fol- 
lowing Floyd’s killing. The agree- 
ment includes $2 million for violent 
crime enforcement teams, a Republi- 
can-backed provision. 
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(AP) — Lebanese troops 
deployed in the north- 
ern city of Tripoli early 
Sunday taking positions 
around major state insti- 
tutions after a night of 
protests and riots against 
worsening living condi- 
tions left several protest- 
ers and 10 soldiers injured. 


Sporadic protests were re- 
ported throughout Lebanon 
on Saturday as the country’s 
20-month economic crisis 
worsened. The World Bank 
described the crisis as one of 
the worst the world has wit- 
nessed in 150 years. It is cou- 
pled with a political deadlock 
that has left Lebanon without 
a government since August. 


The largest protests were 
in the southern port city of 
Sidon and in Tripoli, Leba- 
non’s second largest city and 
most impoverished. Sporadic 
protests and road closures 
took place in the capital Bei- 
rut. 


Lebanon has been suffering 


severe shortages of vital prod- 
ucts including fuel, medicine 
and medical products, anger- 
ing the public. 


Lebanon’s currency hit a re- 
cord low Saturday, reaching 
18,000 pounds to the USS. 
dollar. The pound has lost 
more than 90% of its value 
since the crisis began. 


In October 2019 protesters 
called for the removal of the 
political class that has run 
the country since the end of 
the 1975-90 civil war and has 
been blamed for corruption 
and mismanagement that has 
ruined the country’s econo- 
my. 


The army said rioters on mo- 
torcycles threw stun grenades 
at troops in Tripoli injuring 
nine soldiers, while another 
was injured when hit by a 
stone. Protesters attacked 
several state institutions in 


the city.

cities in Lebanon were quiet 
around noon Sunday. 

The situation in Lebanon is 
not expected to improve as 
political bickering between 
President Michel Aoun and 
Prime Minister-designate 
Saad Hariri has delayed the 
formation of a government 
since Hariri was named to 
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the post in October. Talks 
with the International Mone- 
tary Fund over the economic 
crisis have been suspended 
since last year. 


The World Bank said Leba- 
non’s gross domestic product 
is projected to contract 9.5% 
in 2021, after shrinking by 


20.3% in 2020 and 6.7% the 


year before. 


Tens of thousands of people 
have lost their jobs since late 
2019 in the tiny country of 6 
million, including a million 
Syrian refugees. More than 
half the population lives in 


poverty. 


Indian police say bomb-laden drones hit air base in Kashmir 


(AP) — Indian officials 
said Sunday they suspect 
explosives-laden drones 
were used to attack an air 
base in the disputed re- 
gion of Kashmir, calling it 
the first such incident of 
its kind in India. 


Dilbagh Singh, the region’s 
police director-general, told 
the private news channel 
New Delhi Television that 
“drones with payload were 
used in both the blasts.” 
Singh called the attack an act 
of terrorism. 





Two soldiers were lightly 
wounded in the explosions, 
according to a military offi- 
cer who spoke on condition 
of anonymity in keeping with 
military regulations. 


India’s air force tweeted that 
the attack caused minor dam- 
age to a building on the base, 
located in the southern city 
of Jammu in the Indian-con- 
trolled portion of Kashmir, 
while the second blast hit an 
open area. It said no military 
equipment was damaged. 


The incident, if proven to 
have been carried out by an- 
ti-India rebels, would mark a 
major shift in strategy against 
New Delhi. Rebels have 
primarily used classic guer- 
rilla tactics such as ambushes, 
hit-and-run attacks, remote- 
controlled explosions and car 
bombings. 


Lt. Gen. D.S. Hooda, who 
was head of the Indian mili- 
tary’s Northern Command 
from 2014 to 2016 which 
covers Kashmir, said Sun-

day’s potential drone strike 
poses a “huge and serious 
challenge” for the security 
apparatus. He said commer- 
cial drones are easily available 
on the market and don’t need 
advanced technology to be 
used in attacks. 


“Drones have a small visual 
signature and traditional ra- 
dars hardly pick them up,” 
Hooda said. “It will require 
a whole range of new modi- 
fications for the military to 
intercept and defuse these 
kinds of attacks.” 


Muslim-majority Kashmir is 
divided between India and 
Pakistan, and the Himalayan 
region is claimed by both in 
its entirety. Rebels have been 
fighting against Indian rule 
since 1989. Most Muslim 
Kashmiris support the rebel 
goal that the territory be unit- 
ed either under Pakistani rule 
or as an independent country. 


New Delhi deems Kashmir 
militancy to be Pakistan- 
sponsored terrorism. Paki- 
stan denies the charge, and 
most Kashmiris call it a legiti- 
mate freedom struggle. 


Both countries claim to have 
shot down spy drones in the 
parts of Kashmir under their 
respective control. 


The air base in Jammu is 
also used as a civilian airport, 
and the Press Trust of India 
news agency quoted the air- 
port’s director, Pravat Ranjan 
Beuria, as saying there was no 
disruption to civilian flights. 


Indian authorities said foren- 
sic Investigators were survey- 
ing the area, and were later 
joined by the country’s pre- 
mier anti-terrorism agency, 


the National Investigating 
Agency. 

Last week, India’s Prime 
Minister Narendra Modi 


held a crucial meeting with 
pro-India politicians from 
Kashmir for the first time 
since New Delhi stripped the 
regions semi-autonomy and 
imposed a slew of adminis- 
trative changes, which many 
likened to the beginning of 
settler colonialism. 


Indian authorities in recent 
years have raised the possibil- 
ity of drone attacks by rebels 
in the region, especially after 
repeatedly accusing Pakistan 
of using China-made drones 
along the frontier to drop 
weapons packages for mili- 
tant groups since last year. 


Tens of thousands of civil- 
ians, rebels and government 
forces have been killed in the 
conflict. 
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Blinken, Lapid meet in Rome amid reset US-Israel relations

(AP) — Hush-hush diplo- 
macy. In-person visits. Hush- 
hush diplomacy. In-person 
visits. And a very public no- 
surprises agreement on Iran. 


U.S. Secretary of State 
Antony Blinken and Israeli 
Foreign Minister Yair Lapid 
met in Rome on Sunday as 
their new governments look 
to turn the page on former 
President Donald Trump 
and former Prime Minister 
Benjamin Netanyahu, whose 
close alliance aggravated par- 
tisan divisions within both 
countries. 


Now, with Trump sidelined 
in Florida and Netanyahu 
leading the opposition, Presi- 
dent Joe Biden and Prime 
Minister Naftali Bennett are 
focused on pragmatic diplo- 
macy rather than dramatic 
initiatives that risk fomenting 
opposition at home or dis- 
tracting from other priorities. 


“In the past few years, mis- 
takes were made,” Lapid told 
Blinken as they sat down for 
talks in a Rome hotel. “Is- 
rael’s bipartisan standing was 
hurt. We will fix those mis- 
takes together.” 


Lapid said he had spoken 
with Democrats and Repub- 
licans since taking office and 
had “reminded them all that 
we share America’s most ba- 
sic, basic values — freedom, 
democracy, free markets and 
constant search for peace.” 


Blinken noted that even 
though the two governments 
are new, “the foundation that 
we're working on is one of an 
enduring partnership, a rela- 
tionship, friendship between 
the United States and Israel.” 


The push means aiming for 
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smaller achievements, such 
as shoring up the informal 
cease-fire that ended last 
month’s war with Gaza’s 
militant Hamas rulers and 
replenishing Israel’s Iron 
Dome defense system. A 
major push to revive the 
long-dormant peace process 
between Israel and the Pal- 
estinians could unsettle the 
delicate balance. 


“Nobody thinks it’s a good 
idea to start charging through 
on a major new peace initia- 
tive,” said Ilan Goldenberg, a 
Mideast security expert at the 
nonprofit Center for a New 
American Security. “But 
there are things you can do 
quietly under the radar, on 
the ground, to improve the 
situation.” 


That approach — of manag- 
ing the conflict rather than 
trying to solve it — may suc- 
ceed in papering over do- 
mestic divisions. But it also 
maintains a status quo that 
the Palestinians find increas- 
ingly oppressive and hope- 
less, and which has fueled 


countless cycles of unrest. 


The Americans and Israelis 
will try to work out differ- 
ences away from the pub- 
lic, as in Biden’s “quiet” di- 
plomacy, when he privately 
urged Netanyahu to wind 
down the Israel-Hamas war 
ahead of a truce that took ef- 
fect May 21. 





“We believe the way to dis- 
cuss those disagreements 1s 
through direct and profes- 
sional conversation, not a 
press conference,” Lapid said. 


Both governments will try to 
preserve Israel’s fragile gov- 
erning coalition, in part by 
reducing provocations that 
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played a part in sparking the 
11-day war that claimed at 
least 254 Palestinian lives and 
killed 13 people in Israel. 


The new coalition in Israel 
shares little beyond the con- 
viction that Netanyahu had 
to go. It's composed of eight 
parties, each effectively with 
veto power on decisions. So 
if even one party bolts, Isra- 
el’s government would be at 
serious risk of collapse, with 
Netanyahu waiting just off- 
stage. 


At least in the short term, 
Lapid, a centrist, will be Is- 
rael’s point man on repairs 
to the tattered relationship 
with Biden and the Demo- 
crats. The party controls both 
houses of Congress but is 
increasingly divided on the 
Mideast conflict, with pro- 
gressive members calling for 
the U.S. to exert more pres- 
sure on Israel. 


“What they’re building now 
is mutual trust,” said Michael 
Oren, former Israeli ambas- 
sador to the United States 
under Netanyahu. “I expect a 
change of tone rather than of 
substance... but there’s a pos- 
sibility that it could produce 
something better for Israel.” 


Topping the agenda in both 
countries are talks in Vienna 
over reviving Iran’s 2015 
accord with world powers 
to limit Tehran’s ability to 
develop nuclear weapons. 
Trump, with Netanyahu's 
backing, pulled the U.S. out 
of the deal in 2018 and im- 
posed sanctions on the Is- 
lamic Republic. Biden prom- 
ised to restore and expand the 
agreement. 


Now, Israel’s new govern- 
ment seems intent on staying 


engaged and trying to influ- 
ence the talks, rather than 
scuttle them. 


“Israel has some serious res- 
ervations about the Iran nu- 
clear deal that is being put to- 
gether in Vienna,” Lapid said, 
before pledging that Israel 
would make its objections 
privately. Netanyahu had 
loudly and publicly opposed 
the deal when the Obama ad- 
ministration was negotiating 
1t. 


“We have the same objective,” 
Blinken said. “Sometimes we 
differ on the tactics, and we, 
I think, are very clear and di- 
rect to each other when that’s 
the case and thats exactly 
how it’s supposed to be.” 


Even the right-leaning Ben- 
nett, who is ideologically 
aligned with the hawkish 
Netanyahu, has toned down 
the rhetoric on Iran. 


“We will continue to consult 
with our friends, persuade, 
discuss, and share informa- 
tion and insights out of mu- 
tual respect,” Bennett said 
Thursday. “But at the end of 
the day, we will be responsi- 
ble for our own fate, nobody 
else.” 


Tamping down tensions — 
or at least not inflaming them 
— is a key strategy, the off1- 
cials said. 


Blinken spoke of the need to 
resolve the Israeli-Palestinian 
conflict but did not offer any 
kind of timetable or any strat- 
egy to “offer a more hopeful 
future for everyone: Palestin- 
ians and Israelis alike with 
equal measures of opportu- 


nity and dignity.” 


And, while the Biden admin- 
istration supports and hopes 
to expand on the Trump-era 
Abraham Accords that nor- 
malized relations between 


Israel and several Arab coun- 
tries, Blinken said they “are 





not a substitute for engaging 
on the issues between Israelis 
and Palestinians that need to 
be resolved.” 





On the U.S. side, the Biden 
administration has made clear 
it wants to extricate the coun- 
try from intractable conflicts 
in the Middle East and focus 
on other challenges, such as 
climate change and competi- 
tion with China. 


On Monday, outgoing Israeli 
President Reuven Rivlin is to 
visit Washington at Biden’s 
invitation. A group of House 
Democrats are planning an 
official trip to Israel as soon 
as Congress’ July 4th recess. 





There’s even talk of Lapid 
and Bennett traveling to 
Washington later in the sum- 
mer, separately or together, 
the officials said. Bennett will 
serve as prime minister for 
the first two years, followed 
by Lapid, the architect of the 
coalition. 


All the officials spoke on 
condition of anonymity to 
discuss administration plans 
and logistics, which have not 
been finalized. 





So far, the reset seems to be 
functioning. But with the 
Israeli coalition barely two 
weeks old, significant chal- 
lenges loom. 


Biden has moved to reverse 
Netanyahu-backed Trump 
policies that alienated the 
Palestinians, and the admin- 
istration has said Israelis and 
Palestinians should enjoy 
equal measures of security 
and prosperity.

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Subs give Italy 2-1 win over Austria, spot in Euro 2020 QFs 


(AP) — With three exqui- 
site touches of control, 
technique and finishing, 
Federico Chiesa ended 95 
minutes of Italian frustra- 
tion. 


This record-breaking team 
is off to the quarterfinals of 
the European Championship 
with a defense that finally al- 
lowed a goal after more than 
19 hours but with a national 
team-record 12th 
victory.

After breezing through the 
eroup stage at Euro 2020, 
Italy was made to fight for its 
2-1 victory over Austria on 
Saturday in a last-16 game 
that came to life in extra time. 


It was Roberto Mancini’s 
substitutes who made the dif- 
ference with the goals from 
Chiesa and Matteo Pessina at 
Wembley Stadium. 


“We needed some fresh en- 
ergy,” Mancini said, “and the 
guys who came on were bril- 
liant.” 


An unmarked Chiesa brought 
down Leonardo Spinazzola’s 


high cross with his head, 


controlled the bouncing ball 
with his right boot and then 
used his other foot to shoot 
low into the net. 


“Usually when the ball ar- 
rives like this you try a first 
time on the volley,” Chiesa 
said. “But I think the goal 
came because I was com- 
posed, I was relaxed and I was 
focused.” 


The goal rolled the clock 
back 25 years to when Euro- 
pean Championship games 
were last played in England 
and his father Enrico Chiesa 
scored for Italy. Euro ’96, 
however, ended in the group 
stage for Italy. 





Now it’s onto a quarterfinal 
meeting in Munich on Friday 
against the winner of Sun- 
day’s match between defend- 
ing champion Portugal and 
top-ranked Belgium. 


“Ideally we would like to 
avoid both,” Mancini said, 
“but it’s not possible.” 


After scoring seven goals 
without reply in the group 
stage, Italy didn’t have it so 
easy against an Austrian team 


playing in the knockout stage 
at a European Championship 
for the first time. 


“After 90 minutes we said 
that we just had to improve 
the quality of the final pass- 
es,” Spinazzola said, “and fi- 
nally the goals arrived in extra 
time.” 


Individual skill produced the 
breakthrough from Chiesa. 
Italy’s second was more about 
calmness in a goalmouth 
scramble. Pessina, who came 
on midway through the sec- 
ond half, sent the ball into the 
far corner of the net in the 
105th minute. 


“In this team everybody can 
score and this is our main 
strength,” Pessina said. “We 
are a great group.” 


The group spirit was clear in 
the raw emotion of the goal 
celebrations as teammates 
collapsed on Pessina, a late 
injury replacement in the 
squad. 


“He’s not a player I have nec- 
essarily unearthed — he has 
been doing brilliantly for 
Atalanta,” Mancini said. “He 


has certainly proved that he 
is a top player and I think he 
will have a great future with 
Italy because I think he is 
only going to get better.” 

Italy was also celebrating 
in extra time after setting a 
world record for minutes 
played without conceding 
a goal in international soc- 
cer. The previous record was 
also Italy’s and was set with 
goalkeeper Dino Zoff in the 
team. The Italians went 1,143 
minutes between 1972 and 
1974 without allowing a goal. 


But Italy soon conceded for 
the first time in 1,168 min- 
utes, from a set piece in the 
114th minute when Sasa 
Kalajdzic headed the ball in 


from a corner. 


“Maybe Italy was a little bit 
nervous,” Austria defender 
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David Alaba said. 

The Austrian comeback end- 
ed there, however, and Italy 
held on for its 31st straight 
unbeaten match — another 
national team record. 


Video review helped, too. 


Austria took 63 minutes for 
its first shot, then found the 
net two minutes later. Alaba 
headed the ball across the 
penalty area and Marko Arn- 
autovic nodded the ball past 
Italy goalkeeper Gianluigi 
Donnarumma. But the video 
review showed Arnautovic’s 
right boot was offside. 


“We are disappointed and 
sad,” Austria coach Franco 
Foda said. “We need justice 
in football but today it hit us. 
It was a close offside and we 
have to live with it.” 





Dolberg scores 2, Denmark beats Wales 4-0 at Euro 2020 


(AP) — Still riding a wave 
of emotion, Denmark won 
again at the European 
Championship. 


And they won a big one at a 
stadium that means a lot to 
them. 


The Danes advanced to the 
quarterfinals at Euro 2020 
by beating Wales 4-0 on Sat- 
urday in Amsterdam, getting 
two goals from Kasper Dol- 
berg exactly two weeks after 
Christian Eriksen collapsed 
on the field during the team’s 
opening match. Eriksen had 
to be resuscitated with a de- 
fibrillator and spent several 
days in the hospital before 
returning home last week. 


Both Eriksen and Dolberg 
played for Ajax, the team that 
plays its home matches at the 
Johan Cruyff Arena. Much 
of the crowd of 16,000 was 
cheering on the Danes. 


“It feels like a home game,” 
Dolberg said. “This stadium, 
which is very special to me, 
it’s fantastic.” 


Dolberg, who was given his 
first start of the tournament 
by Denmark coach Kasper 
Hjulmand, scored a goal in 
each half. Joakim Machle 
scored the third in the 88th 
minute and Martin Braith- 
waite added the fourth in in- 
jury time. 





It was the second match in 
a row that Denmark scored 
four times, after beating 
Russia 4-1 to qualify for the 
round of 16 after losing its 
first two matches. Denmark 
is the first nation to score four 
or more goals in consecutive 
matches in the history of the 
European Championship. 


“We needed the love and sup- 
port and that’s what gave us 
wings,” Hjulmand said of the 
crowd in Amsterdam. 


After soaking up early pres- 
sure by Wales, Dolberg 
struck. 


He took a pass from Mikkel 
Damsgaard in the 27th min- 
ute and cut infield from the 
left before curling a right- 
foot shot into the far corner. 
He doubled the lead in the 
48th minute when he scored 
with a low shot after Neco 
Williams’ attempted clear- 
ance went straight to him. 


Dolberg knows all about 
about scoring in Amsterdam. 
He found the net 45 times in 
119 matches for Ajax from 
2016-19 before signing for 


French club Nice. 


“I think we have a star striker 
in Kasper,” Hjulmand said. 


Saturday’s strikes brought 
his tally at the Johan Cruyff 
Arena to 31, with the other 
29 coming for Ajax. 


“Today when we were walk- 
ing ... to the stadium I felt 
that 1t was something very, 
very special for me,” Dolberg 
said. “Today everything feels 
right.” 


Dolberg became the first 
Danish player to score at least 
twice in a match at a major 
tournament since Nicklas 
Bendtner against Portugal at 
Euro 2012. 


With Wales increasingly 
ragged, Maehle made it 3-0 
with a powerful shot when 
he had time and space to con- 
trol the ball and beat Wales 
goalkeeper Danny Ward. 
Braithwaite’s goal was initial- 
ly ruled offside but allowed 


after a video review. 


Harry Wilson was sent off in 
the 90th minute for a foul on 
Maehle as Wales slumped to 


its worst loss in a competitive 
match since being beaten 6-1 
by Serbia in September 2012. 


“We're all hurting. We didn’t 
want our supporters to watch 
us going out like that,” Wales 
coach Rob Page said, add- 
ing he believed there was a 
foul on Kieffer Moore in the 
build-up to the second Den- 
mark goal. 





The Danes will next play ei- 
ther the Netherlands or the 
Czech Republic in the quar- 
terfinals in Baku on Saturday. 


Wales had an early chance to 
take the lead when captain 
Gareth Bale sent a swerving 
shot just wide in the 10th 
minute. He shot wide again 
two minutes later as he at- 
tempted to break an interna- 
tional goal drought that has 
now reached 15 matches. 


Wales managed only one shot 
on target in the entire match. 
Denmark had eight. 


“We showed real heart,” said 
Bale, one of Wales’ key play- 
ers when the team reached 
the semifinals at Euro 2016 
in France.

said she will not go to the 
Tokyo Olympics, but did 
not want to say why dur- 
ing her pre-Wimbledon 
video conference with re- 
porters Sunday.

All England Club — and in 
doubles at the 2000 Sydney 
Olympics and 2008 Beijing 
Olympics. 


All of her doubles golds were 
won with her older sister, Ve- 
nus, as her partner. 


At the 2016 Rio de Janeiro 
Games, Serena Williams lost 
in the third round of singles 
to Elina Svitolina of Ukraine 
and the siblings were beaten 
in the first round of doubles. 
Before that, they had been 
15-0 as an Olympic doubles 
team. 


“There's a lot of reasons that 
I made my Olympic deci- 
sion,” Williams said the day 
before the start of main-draw 
action at Wimbledon, where 
she will try to collect her 24th 


Grand Slam singles title. “I 
don’t really want to — I don't 
feel like going into them to- 
day. Maybe another day. Sor- 


ry. 


U.S. Tennis Association 
spokesman Chris Widmaier 
wrote in an email to The As- 
sociated Press on Sunday: 
“Ultimately, the decision to 
participate in the Games is 
an individual one, and as we 
emerge from the pandemic, 
we recognize and respect the 
personal decisions made by 
our top athletes regarding 
participation in the Tokyo 
Games. Although we fully 
support the IOC and the 
(International Tennis Federa- 
tion), and have encouraged 
our athletes to participate, we 
recognize the fact that in this 
unique time, some athletes 
may choose not to participate 
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for personal reasons.” 

Other top tennis players such 
as Rafael Nadal and Dominic 
Thiem also have said they’ll 
skip the trip to Japan, where 
the Olympics open on July 
23, a year after being post- 
poned because of the corona- 
virus pandemic. 


Roger Federer said Saturday 
he hasn’t decided whether 
to participate in the Tokyo 
Games and will figure that 
out after he sees how things 
go at Wimbledon. 


Asked what she thinks it will 
be like to sit out these Sum- 
mer Games, Williams re- 
plied: “I have not thought 
about it. In the past, it’s been 
a wonderful place for me. I 
really haven’t thought about 
it, so Pm going to keep not 
thinking about it.” 





Vandy unhappy how it made CWS finals but ready for Bulldogs 


(AP) — Awkward is the 
only way to describe Van- 
derbilt’s appearance in the 
all-SEC College World Se- 
ries finals beginning Mon- 
day night against Missis- 
sippi State. 


The Commodores were sup- 
posed to play North Caro- 
lina State in a winner-take-all 
bracket final Saturday and 
found out 12 hours before 
the the start the Wolfpack 
had been removed from the 
tournament because of CO- 
VID-19 protocols. The game 
was declared a no-contest. 


“We certainly sympathize 
with their team, their fan 
base, too, understanding that 
we don’t know the level of 
hurt that they are exposed to 
right now, but we certainly 
recognize it,” Vandy coach 
Tim Corbin said Sunday. 


“None of us wish to be in 
this particular position. We 
certainly would want to play 
them on the field or have 
played them on the field, but 
we didn’t. So we are in the 
situation where we move for- 
ward.” 


Vanderbilt is the reigning na- 
tional champion, having won 
the CWS in 2019. There was 
no tournament last year be- 
cause of the pandemic. 


The No. 4 national seed 
Commodores (48-16) are at 
this point after winning two 
elimination games, most re- 
cently 3-1 Friday against an 
N.C. State team that had 


only 13 players available. 


“We’re here fora reason,” first 
baseman Dominic Keegan 
said. “We earned our spot 
here and we got here because 
of our abilities and what we 
can do.” 


The No. 7 Bulldogs (48-17) 
played two bracket finals 
against Texas, winning 4-3 on 
Saturday on Tanner Leggett’s 
walk-off base hit. 


“Our guys have fought since 
the day we got here,” MSU 
coach Chris Lemonis said. 
“We haven't had an easy 
game yet. It's been very tight, 
tough ballgames. But, man, 
they keep finding a way to 
persevere. It’s been earned by 
our guys and I look forward 
to seeing them play on this 
stage.” 


Vanderbilt won two of the 
three regular-season meet- 
ings with MSU in Nash- 
ville in April. Vandy’s Kumar 
Rocker, a possible top-10 
pick in the Major League 
Baseball draft and the 2019 
CWS Most Outstanding 
Player, pitched a three-hitter 
in the first game of that series 
and could be available if the 
finals go three games. 


Lemonis dismissed any sug- 
gestion that this year’s cham- 
pionship would be tainted 
because Vanderbilt made the 
finals without completing 
bracket play, albeit through 
no fault of its own. 


“The way that we came 


through it and the games that 
we've had to play — and now 
you're having to play Vander- 
bilt — there will be no as- 
terisk for us,” Lemonis said. 
“And I hate it for N.C. State. 
I have three coaches who 
worked for Elliot (Avent) 
on my staff. I have a long 
relationship with Elliot. My 
nieces and nephews all went 
to N.C. State. I have a lot of 
respect there. ... 


“But for our guys, that stuff’s 
out of our control. All we can 
do is show up and play, and 
whoever is in the other dug- 
out we compete against.” 


Mississipp1 State will start 
Christian McLeod in Game 
1. He’s made one appearance 
in the CWS, lasting just 1 1/3 
innings and giving up four 
runs in a 6-5 win over Vir- 
ginia last Tuesday. 
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Corbin wasn’t ready to an- 
nounce his Monday starter. 
National strikeout leader 
Jack Leiter, a rojected top- 
five draft pick, would be up 
next in the rotation. Leiter, 
who threw 123 pitches in 
a win over N.C. State last 
Monday, took his first loss 
of the season in the second 
game against MSU in April. 

Mississippi State has begun 
using a back entrance to en- 
ter and leave its hotel as a pre- 
caution against COVID-19. 
Lemonis said the move was 
made in response to the 
Wolfpack’s virus issues. 


The Bulldogs have brought a 
large group of fans to Omaha, 
and players mixed with them 
until Friday. 


“The last couple days, we 
haven’t signed autographs or 
shaken hands,” Lemonis said. 
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“We're trying to be as pro- 
tective as we can. The first 
couple nights we came to our 
lobby, thousands of people, 
it’s the best part of winning a 
game out here.” 


Corbin said Vanderbilt has 
not altered its coming-and- 
going routines at its hotel. 


Corbin didn't answer di- 
rectly when asked if he could 
require his players to be vac- 
cinated because Vanderbilt 
is a private university. That 
wouldn’t be the case at pub- 
lic schools such as N.C. State 
and Mississippi State. 


“ve spent a lot of time edu- 
cating the group what this 
process could look like at 
the beginning of the year,” 
Corbin said. “We are certain- 
ly comfortable with where 
we are and what we’ve done.”
